Basis for the belief that Ra- 
mona Diego, who died July 20 on 
the Cahuilla Indian reservation, 
Riverside county, was the Ramona 
portrayed in the novel by Helen 
Hunt Jackson, is furnished by a 
statement of her son, Condino 
Hopkins, United States Indian 
Service chief of police at Thermal 

Ramona was born near San 
Gabriel mission, Condino stated, 
founding his belief on the fact 
that she had talked to him of 
the place many times in relating 
incidents of her early childhood. 

“Ramona Lubo never had an 
education,” Condino declared, “for 
at that time there were no schools 
in this part of the country. Her 
associates were of Spanish extrac- 
tion and in this manner she 
learned to speak their language. 
Her mother died while Ramona 
was a baby and she was raised 
under the care of her grandmoth- 
er. gAt the time that she had 
reached 10 years of age her fath- 
er died of smalipox. His name was 
Jose Maria Lubo. 


THE SMALLPOX SCOURGE 


“At that time Indians did not 
know how to care for themselves 
and thousands of them died from 
smallpox, while they were con- 
stantly seeking places where they 
would be safe from the dread di-

When recevered the 
cause of the theft ts easily Asecer- 
tained and an average of 75 per 
cent are recovered in thie city. 

If a gang of professional auto 
thieves is arrested a sudden de- 
crease in theft figures ie noted, 
however, through the present sys- 
tem of minal courte, the re- 
au te easily raised by any 
professional aute thief and then 
crime figures start moun ting 
again. 

HUNTING THEM DOWN 

Another method of tracing auto 
thieves was by the use of a large 
city map. The moment an auto 
was stolen a large colored pin 
Was fastened on the iocation of 
the theft; if the auto was a Ford 
the pin would be black, red for a 
Buick, green for a Chandler, biue 
for a Studebaker, each particular 
color denoting a certain make of 
automobile and when the automo- 
bile was recovered, emalier pin 
of the ame color would be 
pinned to the loeation of the re- 
covery. This method brought to 
light that certain makes of auto- 
mobiles were being stolen more 
often in designated localities than 
others and that different gangs of 
auto thieves were specialising on 
certain cars. Otten ut was easy 
to trace the course taken by an 
auto thief with a Stelen ear do-

The market price paid here for the 
animals is a little better than that 
of the Fort Worth and Kansas 
City markets, it ia said. There 
are Kill a few cattle in the State 
of Vera Cruz and shipments from 
that market will begin thie month 
and will continue until early 
spring. when shipments from Tex- 
as will again be resumed on a 
large scale. Thousands of goats 
are also being shipped from Texas 
to Mexico for slaughter. 


TRYING TO START DAIRIES 

In prerevolutionary days dairy- 
ing was rapidly becoming an im- 
portant industry in Mexico. 
Near all of the populous centers 
modern dairy farms and herds 
were to be found. The breeding 
up of the dairy stock as well as 
of the herds upon the ranches 
were receiving much attention. 
Most of the dairies were aban- 
doned and the herds sold or 
stolen. Some effort is being made 
now to rehabilitate the dairy in- 
dustry and shipments of thorough- 
bred cows have been made re- 
cently from the United States 

It is pointed out that enormous 
areas of land in Mexico are ideally 
suited for ranching. Since the days 
of the Spanish conquest the rais-

In pointing/out the urgency of 
constructing the Weid Canyon 
dam, Mr. Mulholland drew atten- 
tion to the fact that the Franklin 
Canyon reservoir, now serving the 
great part of Hollywood with 
water, is taxed to tts capacity by 
that rapidly developing district. | 
With this situation in view. he as- 
serted, it is absolutely necessary 
to provide, at once, additional wa- 
ter storage in the vicinity of 
Hollywood. 

“Engineers fecognize the fact 
that reservoir sites are only made 
by God,” said Mr. Mulholland. 
“and must be used by man where 
they are found. In the vicinity, 
of Hollywood reservoir sites are 
not plentiful; Weld Canyon, in 
fact, exists as the only remaining 
feasible site now available. 

“It is self-evident that the grow- 
ing water needs of Hollywood. par- 
ticularly of the foothill district, 
must be adequately met by the 
city’s water system. Our depart- 
ment is making all necessary im- 
provements to the municipal water 
system in order to meet these in- 
creasing needs.” 


Those connected with the city’s „ 
water system point out that that 


portion of — city west of Hony- 
wood is defeloping so rapidly that 
in the course of a few years all of | 
the water stored in both Franklin | 
and Stone reservoirs will be need- 
ed to meet the needs of that re 
sion alone. This means, it is point- 
ed out, that the proposed Weid 
Canyon reservoir must be com- 
pleted as soon as possible so that 
{ts storage capacity will be avail- 
able to supply the major portion 
of Hollywood and other sections 
of the city to the east. 


ROAD NOT FEASIBLE 

From certain quarters, objec- 
tions have been raised to the es- 
tablishment of a reservoir in Wein 
Canyon, on the ground that this 
Canyon might be used as a road- 
way leading from Hollywood to 
the San Fernando Valley to carry 
traffic now ng ever Cahuenga 
Pass. Mr. Mutholland has deéci- 
sively pointed out that a road 
through Weid Canyon, of necessity, 
would be much more difficult than 
the present steep Cahuenga Pass, 
and could not be established. 
therefore, as a main traffic artery. 


Engineers in the Bureau of Wa- 
ter Works and Supply have made 
careful and detailed survey of the 
existing Cahuenga Pass and Weid 
Canyon, looking toward the road- 
way possibilities of the latter place. 
Their surveys, it is declared, show 
the following: 

While Cahuenga is recog- 
nized as being a di It road be- 
cause of the long climb necessary 
to ite highest point, at an elevation 
of 760 feet, the proposed Weid 
Canyon road would have an eleva- 
tion, At its highest point, of $00 
feet; in other words, its summit 
would be 140 feet higher than the 
existing Cahuenga Pass summit. 

Along Cahuenga Pass, the length 
of the maximum grade, which 
| amounts to 7 per cent, is 2800 feet, 
‘while along the proposed Weid 
/' Canyon road, the length of its 
maximum grade, also 7 per cent, 
would be 4000 feet, making the 
length of the most difficult grade 
on the Weid Canyon road 1200 
feet longer than the maximum 
grade along Cahvenga Paes.

ite course: there would be three 
such difficult turns on a road built 
through Weid Canyon. The pro- 
posed Weid Canyon road would 
reach between two points now 
linked by Cahuenga Pass. The 
length of Cahuenga Pass between 
these two points is 12,000 feet; the 
length of the proposed Weid Can- 
yon road between the same two 
common points would be 14,600 
feet, or nearly a half mile longer.

The Seaforth Palm. 


HERE is no better time of the year 
than now in which to sow sweet peas. 
They are a cool weather crop and 
het weather brings small flowers, few on 
u stem and short stems. Lack of soil 
preparation is the more common cause of 
failure. Soil should be very deep, very rich, 
very loose and very fine priverized when 
worked. If the latter work is well done 
and soil is rich with decomposed vegetable 
matter, any soil will be loose and friable. 
Sweet peas are usually too thick for fine 
blooms. Thin plants to one foot apart if 
‘ | wish the best of flowers. Watch for 
os and, if any appear, spray plants 
fiercely at least once a day. That will con- 
trol aphis. 
Twelve Best Annuals 
An eastern gardener of large experience 
was asked what were the best twelve an- 
nuals for cut flowers for house decoration. 
The list he gave are good for Southern Call- 
fornia. Here they are: centaureas, sweet 
peas, antirrhinum, asters, nasturtiums, 
scabiosas, helianthus, helighripums, marti- 
golds, verbenas, nicotianas and cosmos. 


Two Beautiful Paims 

While in Santa Barbara’ recently the 
writer snap-shotted forty beautiful palms, 
of which two are shown on this page. The 
cocos palm is of the species (perhaps only 
a variety) known as Cocos Romanzofflana, 
locally classed with other types as Cocos 
plumosa. The other species is often called 
by dealers and gardeners, Seaforthia ro 
busta or S. elegans. It is, however, Arch- 
antophoenix Cunninghamiil, a native of 
Australila. All cocos are native to South 
America. 


The Tree 

On the dry lands of Bahia, Brazil, the 
native home of the navel orange, is found 
a low-growing native fruit tree. Spondias 
@ ‘“berona, known to the nafives as the 
imbu Tree. tAnother tree grown here, 
ireunia divica, from South America, ix 
there known as the Ombu tree.) The plum- 
like fruit, an inch in diameter, is eaten 
fresh and tastes much like a sweet orange. 
lt also is much used for making “imbu™ 
jelly, also a table dish known as imbuzada, 
made by mixing the juice of the imbu 
fruit with boiled sweet milk. it makes, 
properly thinned, an excellent drink or 
may be eaten like whipped clabber, with 
suger te taste, as it has a decided fruit 
flavor. 


Will Girdling Kill? 

A reader who has some nonbearing avo- 
cados was advised by the edc to girdle 
some of the main branches in October, the 
best month for girdling, to induce bearing. 
An eighth or even a quarter inch band 
should be entirely removed. Partial gir- 
dling wil) make little or no difference. The 
return flow of sap from the leaves must be 
completely cut off so the plant food manw- 
factured by them remains in the girdled 
branch.

A second-foot is the quantity of water 
delivered by « flume twelve inches wide, 
carrying a depth of twelve inches, and 
having a grade which will give a velocity 
to the water of one lineal foot each second.

How Early Baart Was Found.” 


Twenty- ve years ago, when the great 
semiarid districts of the West and South- 
west were being brought under cultivation. 
the farmers were looking for a variety of 
wheat that was more drought-resistant and 
earlier in maturity than that commonly 
krowu. The millers were demanding 
a better milling’ wheat. These demands 
were partly fulfilled in 1900, when the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
introduced into California a variety called 
Marly Baart, from Australia, says 8S. . 
CTark. extension agronomist of the Univer- 
sity of Artzona. 

The variety is not of Australian esigin. 
‘lhe name Hart is Dutch for “Bearded,” 
so it seems possible that it is an introduced 
variety from South Africa. 

In 1902 the Arizona agricultural experi- 
ment station obtained from Australia a 
small quantity of Early Baart seed. The 
station at ones recognized the merits of 
this variety as a bread wheat. The viehkis 


from the original unselected seed wee . 
satisfactory. An attempt was therefore 
made to increase the yield by head selec 
tion. These improved strains were sent 
out in small quantities from time to time 
to growers over the State, until by 1914 
the Early Baart wheat was established 
and recognized as a commercial variety. 

About 1919 « milling company of Cali 
fornia distributed 6000 toms of this high- 
producing Arizona seed wheat to rovers 
im that State, for the purpose of improv- 
ing the milling quality of California wheat. 
At the present time Early Haart le grown 
extensively throughow Arizona, Washine- 
ton, Idaho, Nevada, Utah and California.

Standard of Perfection, with which the re 
vision committee has been for the 
last twelve months. In the face of its 
previous decision to withhold recognition 
of certain new breeds, and its opposition 
to certain modifications in some of the 
sections of other breeds, it will surprise 
those who were not “among those present. 
that many of its decisions were over-ruled 
by the convention. For instance, the Rhode 
Island Whites and the Jersey Black Giants 
were both admitted into the standard: the 
name of the Silver Wyandottes was 
changed to read “Silver Laced,” and the 
Golden to “Golden Laced.” The effort, 
sponsored by the California delegation, to 
increase the standard weight of the White 
Leghorn one-half pound resulted in a com- 
promise, the convention deciding to main- 
tain the present weights, but that the dis- 
qualification be made one-half pound for 
females and ove pound for males, instead 
of one pound all around, as proposed by the 
committee, and two pounds, as it is in the 
present standard. From a commercial and 
meat point of view, this in no way makes 
for a better carcass and increased eco- 
nomic values. A breed known as the Mis 
muri Flefs and the Buttercups were 
placed in the contipental class, Colored 
Muscovy ducks were changed to “Dark 
Muscovy ducks, and the Rose Comb Buffs 
and Red Pyle Lechorns were dropped from 
standard rank. The remaining changes 
covered modification in ope or more sec- 
tons of recognized breeds and varieties.

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Are We Overplanting ? 


VERY spring and early summer many 
thousands of acres of fruit and nut 
trees and vines are planted in California. 
Every year, toa, there are those who shake 
their heads and solemnly declare that this 
and vine planting is being overdone. 


at the head of the various 
growing industries of the State the growth 
of the fruit and nut acreage will bring no 
misgiving. A careful review of the orchard 
and vineyard situation in other States and 
abroad is also calculated to reassure the 
doubter. It is pretty evident that if intel- 
ligent cultural, grading and selling methods 
are followed, there will be a market for the 
product of every available acre planted. 
The production of fruit in the Eastern 
States and in the Middle West and Moun- 
tain States shows a continual decrease as 
disease and insect pests get in their deadly 
work, and as more diversified agriculture is 
deveolped. In Europe the production of 
fruit and nuts has apparently reached its 
Umm and is even said to be decreasing. 
Couple these conditions with the 
fact that the demand for fruit and nuts is 
increasing. and it becomes evident that 
California will be called upon to furnish a 
constantly larger proportion of the fruits 
and nuts consumed in this country. The 
superior quality of the California product 
is already quite well understood even in 
Europe, where our fruits are in increasing 
demand. The experiences of marketers of 
California fruits in Europe during the past 
few years, in fact, shows that California 
growers can complete with European grow- 
ers in the European markets at a profit.

TIMELY INFORMATION ON THE 
PRESERVATION OF GRAPE JUICE 
— 


By W. V. CRUESS, Fruit Products Laboratory, University of California 


{The uncertainties of the grape situation, brought 
about as a result of the railroad strike, have led te 
an active effort by the University of California 
College of Agricultere to hep growers eave fruit 
thet might otherwise go to waste. Desiring to 
be of assistance in thie important movement, the 
Farm and Tractor Section offers herewith an ar- 
ticle by W. V. Cruess, of the Fruit Products Lab- 
oratory of the — on the preservation of 


grape juice.—Editor 
HR shortage of refrigerator cars has 
caused a flood of inquiries to come to 
the University of California for infor- 
mation on the preservation of grape juicé. 
There are four general methods of pre- 
servation that might be used: These are 
refrigeration, canning, bottling and pre- 
servation in barrels by the use of sulphur- 
ous acid. 
The canning of grape juice has been in- 
vestigated by the University with fairly 
successful results. 


THE CANNING PROCESS 

The consumer seems to demand a red 
juice. .Therefore, red wine grapes must be 
used, although these may be blended with 
an equal weight or less of white grapes. 
Crush and stem the grapes in the usual 
manner as for wine making, using grapes 
that are in sound condition and crushers 
and other equipment that are free and clean 
from mold or yeast. If the operation is 
conducted§on a small scale, heat the crushed 
grapes in a tank equipped with a coil, or in 
a jelly kettle. Copper, tin or aluminum may 
be used: Do not use iron, If the operations 
are on a very large scale, run the crushed 
grapes Into open vats and drain off as much 
of the juice as possible. Heat this juice in 
a tank equipped with a steam coil, or in a 
continuous pasteurizer and return the hot 
juice to the skins. By either method heat 
the grapes to a temperature of 140 to 150 
degrees Fahrenheit, to dissolve the color. 
Press at once in basket presses. Continu- 
ous presses cannot be used. 

Where: it is not desired to have a red 
color, crush the grapes but do not stem. 
Press at once in basket presses without 
heating. 

The course pump can be removed from the 
juice by straining it through sugar bags, 
cheesecloth, or burlap. Red juice may then 


red juice to remove most of the sediment. 

Fill the cans with the strained or filtered 
or otherwise clarified juice. Heat the cans 
in steam witli] the juice in the center of 


the cans. registers a temperature of 175 


fruit, is suitable for the purpose. If red 
Juice is canned, the cans must be enameled 
inside, The Number 10 can is probably most 
suitable for the purpose. The cans should. 
if possible, be held at the temperature of 170 
degrees Fahrenheit for about ten minutes 
before they are sealed. If the heated cans 
are placed to one side for ten ‘minutes after 
they come from the exhaust box and be- 
fore sealing, this will accomplish the desired 
purpose, which is to remove all of the dis- 
solved air from the juice. 


Seal the cans at once and as full as poss!- 
ble, following the ten minutes’ heating at 
175 degrees Fahrenheit described above. 
Place the cans in water at 175 degrees 
Fahrenheit for an additional twenty min- 
utes. 

Chill the cans in cold water, or under 
sprays of cold water following the steriliz- 


process. 

Those who have canned grape juice in the 
past have found that it frequently cor- 
rodes the tin plate and may even perforate 
or eat holes in the tin plate, with subse- 
quem spoilage. We have at the University 
found the same difficulty, where the heated 
cans were notsheated for at least ten min- 
utes before sealing and in the manner de- 
scribed above. The preliminary heating be- 
fore sealing is vitally important. 

BOTTLING THE JUICE 

Tin cans impart a noticeable flavor to 
‘grape juice and if the natural flavor is to 
be retained it is best to bottle the juice. 
The preliminary treatment is exactly as de- 
scribed. above for the canning of juice. 
The strained or filtered juice is filled into 
grape juice bottles, leaving a space of abovt 
one and one-half inches below the cap to 
permit expansion. The bottles are then 
sealed with crown caps, using either a foot- 
power or hand-power capper, or an auto- 
matic capping machine, according to 
size of the plant. ° 

It is not necessary te heat the juice before 
sealing the bottles. Place bottles in a 
tank of water, with bottles horizontal. Heat 
the water to a temperature of 175 degrees 
Fahrenheit for forty minutes. The bottles 
must be completely covered with water dur- 
ing the heating process. Count time only 
after water has reached 175 degrees. Draw 
off the hot water and allow bottles to cool.

the Phillips harvest, in late summer. 

There was a considerable period between 
these two, however, when only the 
clthgs and freestones could be had. The 
Orange clings were not very satisfactory 
peaches from the canners’ or growers’ 
points of view, because of the large per- 
centage of split pits, and the fact that all 
Orange clings show redness around the pit. 

As originally grown in California, the 
Orange clings were of much better qvality 
than at the present time, and it is probable 
that poor bud selection was largely re 
sponsible for the deterioration that has 
taken place. 

Redness at the pit is becoming more 
common among the Tuscans in the last few 
years, and split pits are running into much 
higher percentages, and many observers 
think that the Tuscan, like the Orange, is 
on the wane as a canning peach, and will 
eventually be replaced by some new peach 
that may come into being by the chance 
seedling route, just as the Phillips was dis- 
covered. 

During the past fifteen years, the neces 
sity for bridging the canning period between 
the Tuscans and Phillips harvests, with de 
sirable clingstenes has constantly become 
more insistent. Consumers want tbe Call- 
fornia canned yellow cling, even & prices 
considerably higher than those for free 
stones of like grade, and canners have 
found it hard to supply the demand for 
clings, on the one hand, and hard to sell 
ro the freestones they have packed, on the 
other. 


In 1906, the California pack of clings was 


,| smaller than the freestone pack while ip 


1920 the clingsfone pack was three and one 
half times the freestone pack. These fig- 
vres show conclusively that the consuming 
demand has turned definitely to clings. 


The demand for canned cling peaches has 
caused canners, growers and nurserymen 
alike to be on the watch for any chance 
cling seedlings that might appear with a 
ripening period between Tuscans and Phil 
lips, and, necessity being always the mother 
of invention, the much desired new clings 
have been found in considerable number. 

Among the new clings which have ap 
peared through chance seedlings in the 
last ten te fifteen years are the Paloro, 
Peak, Levis, Van Emmon, Selma, Walton, 
Hauss, Johnson, Gaum, Simms, Harris. 
Libbee and Sutter. 

All of these clings are good canners, bet 
some are better than others. A circum- 
stance which is thought to be largely re 
sponsible for their appearance is the fact 
that within the last few years, nurserymes 
have largely discarded Salway pits for 
growing nursery seedlings, and have turned 
to Muir and Lovell pits. All of these new 
seedling clings ripen at or near the Muir 
and Lovell ripening period, and this fact 
would seem to bear out the above thought. 

Of the above new peaches, the Paloro, 
Peak, Simms and Libhee have been most 
largely planted, and their canning qualities 
and orchard performances are, therefore, 
best known. The Walton, Hauss, Johnson, 
Levis, Selma, Van Emmon, Gaum, Harris 
and Sutter are mostly newer varieties, but 
some of these look very promising, and in 


the Northern California peach districts so- 


eral of these have been rather extensively 
planted during the last few years. 

There has been so little of an authentic 
nature known in Southern California about 
these new peaches, and the need for length- 
ening the clingstone packing period is se 
vital in Southern California, that the writer 
recently made an extensive automobile trip 


through all the peach-growing districts of 


the North, in order to secure first hand, au- 
thentic information about them. 

Southern California canners have packed 
an average of approximately 25 per cent of 
the total freestone and clingstone 
of the State for several years past. Against 
this acreage of 25 per cent for both varieties, 
we have packed only 15 per cent of the 
clings and as high as 48 per cent of the 
frees. The acreage of freestones is, there 
fore, all out of proportion and the. future 
of the canning and growing industries de 
mands that we increase the tonnage of 
clings in proportion to frees.

SIZE OF LIMAS CUT 
BY AUGUST HEAT 


_ Harvesting of lima and baby lima beans 
is well under way in the five counties of 
Southern California in which these varie- 
ties are grown, although it is still early to 
permit of an accurate estimate as to total 


production being made. Some fields have 
yielded no more than last year, and others 


show an appreciable increase. Few, if 


per cent of the amount estimated two 
months ago, according to R. J. Churchill, 
secretary of the California Lima Bean 
Growers’ Association. The size of limas 
from early deliveries shows rather small, 
it is stated, an evident result of the August 
heat wave. 

From best information now obtainable, 
Mr. Churchill says, it appears that a lib 
eral estimate of the total production of 
limas would be not to exceed 1,200,000 bags, 
and of baby limas a total of about 160,000 
bags, which latter will be considerably 


less than last year’s crop of baby limas, 
with carry-over. 
“Since last year’s production of limas 


amounted to about 800,000 bags, and the 
carry-over in coast warehouses and in dis- 
tributing markets probably 300,000 bags, it 
can be seen that the increase in limas is 
not likely to exceed 100,000 bags, and if it 
does, will be less than the average annual 
consumption,” says Mr. Churchill. 

“As about 1,100,000 bags of limas were 
marketed last year, mostly at prices rang- 
ing from 35.75 to 39.25.“ he adds, “it 
seems reasonable to assume that 1,200,000 
bags could be marketed this season, mostly

BEEF-EATING BRUIN 
KILLED IN ARIZONA 


bear in Arizona was killed during the first 
week in June by a government hunter em- 
ployed by the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
after considerable time and effort had been 
spent in trying to capture him. 

Thé skin and skull of the bear were 
turned over to the predatory-animal inspec- 
tor for the district, w placed them on 
exhibit for a few days in a store in Phoe 
nix, and then sent them on to Washington. 
This 
grizzly, although its body was nearly black 
and its nose and flanks were 
color. It weighed from 1200 to 1500 pounds 
and its skin measured seven feet three 
inches from tip to tip. When standing on 
its hind legs the bear could have stretched 
up a distance of eight feet. The skull is 
sixteen and one-half inches long. 

The grizzly’s persistent preying on live 
stock cost cattle owners at least $25,000, 
according to conservative estimates. One 
man upon whose range the bear lived most 
of the time expressed the belief that the 
bear had eaten fully $75,000 worth of his 
cattle. The Biological Survey inspector 
reported that the bear killed twelve head 
of cattle within one week, among them a 
pure-bred Hereford bull weiching 180° 
pounds. Cows and young calves, however. 
were the bears favorite food He would 
eat the udder of a cow or the stomach of 
a calf and then kill another animal. He 
never went back to the carcass a second 
time.

YET HELD 


VENTURA.—From the Seaside Park 
Drivim Club in 1913, with three or four 
woorly attended race meetings a year, to 
he Ventura County Fair Association in 
1921, with an attendance of several thous- 
mjd persons daily, seems almost a natura) 
mange. If the managers of the Driving 
“tab were able to get twenty “side-wheel- 
se” together for a series of races in 
(913, they considered themselves fortunate; 
this year, October 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8, there 
in be 175 “jumpers” om the track. The 
total income in 1914, the first fair, from 
il sources, was $8282.05; in 1921 the in- 
was $43,000. 


In eight years seven fairs were held. 
There wasn’t enough enthusiasm in 1917 
o warrant an attempt at one, for the di- 
rectors were then all engaged in war work 
of one kind and another. 


Throughout all the years of expert 
mental fair work, the Ventura directors ad- 
nered to the idea that good-natured rivairy 
among the growers of beans, beets, pears, 
apples and citrus fruits would furnish suf: 
Went stimulus for keeping up the county 
fair spirit, although admitting that a rea 
sonable amount of horse racing would help 
things along. 

Sheriff T. William McGlinchey, who was 
County Tax Collector when the fair was 
started, served in the capacity of secretary 
of the old driving club; he it was who sent 
owt the first letter to farmers, stockmen 
and bankers, calling them to a meeting at 
which county fair matters would be dis- 
cussed. Thomas G. Gabbert, now a mem- 
ber of the County Board of 8 
was the first president of the fair. Lewis 
PF. Hathaway was the first secretary. 
Adolfo Camarillo, who was president of

president in 1918. L. Ferd Roussey, County 


Supervisor, guided the fair through ite dif- 


ficulties in 1919 and was succeeded in 1920 
by Fred Noble, superintendent of the 
American Beet Sugar Company's big plant 
at Oxnard. It was Mr. Noble who broke 
the hearts of the mem of the finance 
committee by demanding 1921, when he 
was chairman of amusements, that he be 
allotted $11,000 for entertainment features. 
But when the final accounting was made 
and it was found the association had 
carry-over of some $5000, he was told

This year $17,000 has been allotted 
amusements. Following Mr. Noble's great 
success as president in 1920, Abe L. Hobson 
held@the position for a year.

USE OF SULPHUROUS ACID 

The most convenient method of preserv- 
ing grape juice in the average winery is by 
the addition of sulphurous acid. the 
juice as for canning. Cool it by artificial 
means, if necessary, to the temperature of 
the storage cellar, which should not be 
above 60 degrees Fahrenheit. Use clean 
puncheons, barrels, or tanks that are as 
nearly sterile as it is possible to make them. 
Barrela may be steamed; tanks may be 
washed out with metabisulfite solution, or 
sulphurous acid solution. 


As the juice flows into the barrels or tank, 
add slowly a solution of potassium meta- 
bisulfite in water, or a 6 per cent solution 
of sulpburous acid. Potassium metabisulfite 
is dissolved at the rate of one pound per

When it is desired to use this juice for 
beverage purposes it will be necessary to 
expel the sulphurous acid from it. This can 
be most conveniently done by heating the 
juice in an open wooden vat with an alumi- 
num or tin steam coil to 165 degrees Fahr- 
enheit and at the same time passing 
through the juice a vigorous stream of air 
until the juice loses the sulphur taste and re- 
gains its red color. It should then be heated 
to 180 degrees Fahrenheit and sealed inv ster- 
sed barrels, as directed above for the 
barreling of juice. Such juice should not be 
placed in tin cans, because it will attack 
them. It can be bottled and pasteurized as 
directed above for bottling. 


PASTEURIZATION BY STORAGE 


Juice prepared as directed for canning 
can be held in breweries, or in other suit- 
ably equipped plants, indefinitely at a tem- 
perature of 15 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
juice should not be treated with sulphurous 
acid. It should, however, be cooled as soon 
after pressing as possible by means of milk 
coolers, or the cooling machines installed 
in ali big breweries, to a temperature of 
about 32 degrees Fahrenheit. The juice 
should then be run into storage tanks, pre- 
ferably glase-lined tanks, in a cool room 
nét above 18 degrees Fahrenheit. The writ- 
er has seen loganberry juice and apple juice 
stored in breweries in the Pacific Northwest 

more than twelve months without any 
of deterioration. There are many 
breweries in the State which, with small 
expense, could be fitted with crushing and 
pressing equipment. The writer would 
strongly urge that grape growers and brew- 
ers use this method for holding the surplus 
grape juice during the present season, 
should such action become necessary.

daughter of Korndyke Abbekerk through 
his highest-record daughter, who has a 
record of 35.38 pounds of butter and 713 
pounds of milk in a seven-day test. Korn- 
dyke Abbekerk is a son of Pontiac Korn- 
dyke from a daughter of Hengerveld De 
Kol, thus being three-quarter. brother to 
King of the Pontiacs. He also is known 
as a noted sire of show-ring winners, the 
most prominent being Paul Calamo Korn- 
dyke, the greatest show-ring winner of the 
breed. On the sire’s side, her inheritance 
is no less promising. She is by Hollywood 
Lilith Palmyra, whose two years of serv- 
ice in the Hollywood Farm in Washington 
brought him two senior four-year-old daugh- 
tera, making over 29.000 pounds of milk 
each, two world record breakers, and six 
daughters that have made thirty to thirty- 
six pounds of butter in seven-day test as 
three-year-olds and four-year-olds. He is 
by a good transmitting son of King Fayne 
Segis, sire of the first fifty-pound cow, and 
himself a son of King Segis.

HOGS AND ALFALFA 5 


GOOD COMBINATION 


CALIPATRIA.—Quite a change has veen 
made in the big Balfour4;uthrie ranch 
northeast of Calipatria, which up to two 
years ago was entirely planted to cot on. 
Now 4000 acres is in alfalfa and the rest is 
being planted to barley and other grains 
which will be used on the ranch. 


About 2000 head of Duroc-Jersey hogs 
are being cared for on this ranch, these 
being headed by “Giant's Type,“ an 800. 
pound registered boar, 2% years old, and 
two fine boars from Diamond Bar ranch 
near Pomona. The original herd of 200 
brood sows is being increased each year. 
On the ranch now are 500 little pigs, while 
1200 young pigs are being fattened for the 
market. One carload has already been 
shipped, and more will go out this fall. 

The brood sows have the cleanest of pens, 
bedded each day with fresh straw and pro- 
vided with fresh running water. The menu 
for the sows and little pigs Is carefully 
pared, while feeders are allowed to run 
at large on succulent alfalfa, with a grain 
jfeed at night. The Balfour-Guthrie people 
believe that while the balance on the 
ledger may not be quite as large in raising 
hogs as it sometimes is with lettuce or 
cantaloupes, the returns are surer in the 
long run. 


In addition to hog raising, 10,000 sheep 
will be pastured on this ranch this winter. 
One thousand head of cattle were pastured 


all summer on these acres, which also 
yielded 400 tons of hay.

Mr. Tiffany has been an ardent home 
gardener ever since he arrived in Los 
Angeles thirty years ago. He has found 
that if his tomato plants are well fertilized 
with whatever manure or table refuse is 
handy, and if they are well, they will pro- 
duce vigoreus plants: When the tomatoes 
are a foot high, he selects three main 
branches, and ties them te stakes, cutting 
the others off.

Re- 
quirements of the fresh grape shippers are 
1000 cars per day, and only about 275 per 


in day are being furnished. Growers of the 


Cucamonga district are unable to ship 
more than half of the grapes picked. * The 
remainder are trucked to markets of the 
various cities, where they are sold at*a 
price about half of what was received last 
year. — 

In the northern half of the State hundreds 
of tons are going into wineries and into 
grape syrup factories, but in most of the 
fresh grape shipping centers no outlet is 
apparent for nearty half the product of the 
vines. There is an insistent demand for 
the fruit from eastern consumers, but the 
strike has tied up so many cars in Eastern 
States that the railfoads cannot deliver 
those ordered.

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FARM BUREAU ASKS 
FOR APPROPRIATIONS 


Among the appropriations asked of Con- 
eress by the Los Angeles County Farm Ru- 
reau is one of $25.000 for quarantine and 


inspection work at Los Anecles Harber, to 
help keep out the Mediterranean fruit fly. 
The attention of Southern California Con- 
ecressmen is directed to the increased men- 
ace from this dreaded pest by the estab- 
lishment of a line of steamers direct from 
Los Angeles to Honolulu. 


(ther appropriations asked of this ses- 
sion of Congress are, $43,000 for the study 
of nematode, and bean and truck crop 
pests and diseases, $15,000 for the estul- 
lishment of a citrus insect laboratory, and 
nenn for collection of beneficial insects. 
$3000 for potato investirations, especially 
those dealing with seed potato production, 
and $5000 for avocado bud selection studies. 


LEGUMES INCREASE 
YIELD OF POTATOES 


Fertilizers to the value of $16 per acre 
were this year placed upon potato growing 
test plots in Los Angeles county by the 
Farm Hureau crop experts, the materials 
used heing tankage, fish meal, ammonium 
sulphate, cottonseed meal, chicken manure 
and combinations of these materials De 
spite the low prices for potatoes this year. 
considerable profit was returned from these 
plots, even with the fertilizer expense. 

In one plot near Van Nuys, a five-year- 
old alfalfa sod was turned under and 
yielded 150 sacks per acre; the use of 
melilotus indica resulted in a yield of 117 
sacks, and a check plot where ho fertilizer 
was used yielded seventy sacks. 


EFFECT OF DRAINAGE 
ON CROP PRODUCTION 


There is an erroneous idea = prevalent 
that draining the so'l by lowering the 
water table is only intended to remove the 
moisture that is present In too great 
amounts, and that drainage does not exert 
any influence in providing moisture for 
crops during a period of insuffictent rain 
fall. 

As a matter of fact, drainage is an im- 
portent operation in improving the ab- 
sorptive and retentive powers of soils for 
water. When the water table is lowered 
a more rapid percolation of rain water and 
‘irrigation water in every direction in the 
soila follows. As the water percolates and 
is absorbed more freely, the crops that 
follow have a larger area of moist surface 
to draw their water from than if the sur- 
face area of the soil through which the 
roots can penetrate were limited. The 
lowering of the water table, too, has an 
important influence in improving the ab 
sorptive powers of soils because of the 
fact that it enables the penetration of the 
air to greater depths, making heavy soils, 
in particular, more porous. 


BUYING FORESIGHT 
WORKS A SAVING 


if hundreds of lima bean and walnut 
growers had not bought burlap bags co- 
operatively this year, they would now be 
“holding the sack” for nearly $50,000, ac. 
cording to reports by the walnut and bean 
men's associations. M T. Webber, sales 
manager of the California Walnut Growers’ 
Association, figvres that the associated 
growers in that organization are $25,000 
ahead, and R. I. Churchill, manager of the 
California Lima Bean Grovers Association, 
estimates that the growers in that associa- 
tion are at least $15,009 to $20,000 ahead. 
because co-operative buying made it po-xsi- 
ble to lay in a supply Hage beiore the 
market took a jump. 

Most of the burlap used by the walnut 
and bean growers is made from jute crown 
in India. ‘This year the crop of jute was 
far below normal, Early in the year there 
was constant talk of a high import duty 
on jute. Everything indicated that the 
price world shortly advance sharply. When 
this fact became apparent, the California 
Walnut Growers’ Association and the Cali- 
fornia Lima Bean Growers’ Association 
laid in their supply of burlap bags for the 
fall harvest.

ORTICULTURAL chemists tell us 
H that the beet is the richest of all root 

crops in sugar, and has more food 
value than the average of vegetables. As 
both the tops and the roots are edible, it 
is true economy to grow and use beets 
quite extensively. 

Swiss Chard, or “spinach beet” is seldom 
seen on the markets or on peddiar’s wax- 
ons, but is very popular with home garden- 
ers who have tried it. It is sure to produce 
a crop, if given water, makes good greens, 
and the surplus is always welcomed by the 
inmates of the hen yard. It will prove 
worthy in any garden. 

Any of our garden soils will grow good 
beets and chard, thorgh they do best in a 
medium loam, thoroughly and deeply pul- 
verized. Unless the soil is known to be 
rich, some sort of fertilizer should be add- 
ed, stable manure, well decomposed, being 
recommended for them. Green manures, 
like the Melilotus Alba, should be planted 
alternately with reot crops, for they aid a 
great deal in their growth.

These vegetables can be planted and will 
grow all the year around in Southern Call- 
furnia, another point in their favor. Seow 
the seed in drill, using the open bed sys- 
tem, spacing the drills twelve inches apart 
in Nght soils, using double rows the same 
distance apart in heavy soil. As the seeds 
of these vegetables are rather slow in ger- 
minating, they shot ld be soaked over night 
in warm water When planting, cover the 
seed a half inch deep with moist soil, and 
mulch with a little of the dry top soil, 
which has been scraped away before plant- 
ina. If the seed bed thus prepared dries 
out before the seeds are up, it can be irri- 
gated slightly. 


Karly thinning of beets is desirable, but 
if the tops are to be used as table greens, 
they can be thinned gradually, making ure 
of alternate plants in thinning: bat to ma 
ture perfect roots, they should be thinned 
out to three inches apart in the row whea 
they are two inches high. And remember 
that with a litthe care, the seedlings can be 
transplanted. Successive soewings every 
three weeks will inst te a continuous supply 
for the table.

Swiss Chard should either be thinned out 
to a foot apart in the row or reset that 
distance in rows spaced two feet apart. 
The more room given them to spread, the 
larger and more succulent the leaves will 
be. When planted in rows, it is advisable 
to set the plants on slightly elevated ridges, 
so that better drainage is assured. 

Frequent irrigations and thorough tilth 
are necessities which cannot be overlooked 
in the culture of beets. When planted on 
double rows, the top of the ridge between 
drills mst be stirred up often. They 
should be irrigated every two weeks in 
warm weather, and, during the winter 
months, when the rainfall is sometimes suf- 
ficient to keep them in good condition, cul- 
tivation should follow each shower. 

Swiss Chard, too, thrives under constant 
cultivation and irrigation. The stema, 
which resemble those of the Chinese Cab-

The sugar beet requires much the same 
eritare as the table beet. The soil must 
be spaded very deep before planting, how- 


ever, as the roots go deep. On maturity, 


they can be stored away for future use. 
The advocates of the raw food diet recom- 
mend the carrot as one of the most pala 
table and nutritious vegetables, and it has 
an important place on their menus. Some 
varieties are better suited for this purpose 
than others, the half long sorts being most 
popular. But whether a “raw foodist” or 


not, it is not feasible to overlook the carrot 
when planting out the winter garden, for 


Entomologists have fovnd over two hun- 
dred species of insects which feed upon 
the beet, but none of them are important 
pests in the home garden. Local authori- 
ties on the subject tell us that due to the 
decrease in suzar beet planting, the Curly 
Leaf disease will be more serious on the 
table variety planted locally. As yet, no 
control has been suggested. 

Before the war, sugar beets were always 
considered a field crop, but, due to the 
shortage of sugar during the trying times 
that followed, there were many who grew 
them in the home garden, and used them 
as a sweetening element in jam making, 
thus finding a substitute for sugar. 

In jam making, the beets are scrubbed 
clean with a stiff brush, and boiled sepa- 
rately from the fruit. Then they are 
sliced, mixed with the fruit. and the whole 
boiled down thoroughly. Sweet fruit is 
mixed half and half with beets, and sour 
fruit, two to one. 

Nyrup can be made from the roots also, 
and can be used for sweetening in cook. 
ing. n will not keep well, so only smali 
quantities can be made up at one time. 
The best method of extracting the syrup 
in as follows: Cut the top off as far down 
as the last leaf scar, and slice the root in 
very thin slices. These slices are put im a

Soils which grow good beets and turnips 
will suit the requirements of the carrot. 
Those light im texture are usually selected 
because they produce clean, well developed 
roots. If the soil needs additional plant 
foods at the time of planting, then com- 
mercial fertilizers containing a large per- 
centage of potash should be used. Raw 
manures should never be used to improve 
the soll for this vegetable, for it will cause 
misshapen roots. 

Carrot seed is often difficrlt to germinate. 
For that reason, conscientious soil prepara- 
tion is imperative. For summer planting, 
flood. the plot to be planted, allowing sev- 
eral applications of water to soak in. When 
ready, spade deep, and make up open beds 
for planting. Sow the seed in drills, twelve 
inches apart, and cover the seed a quarter 
of an inch deep in moist soil, arm it, then 
mulch the whole carefully. Let the mois 
ture stored in the soil bring up the seed, 
and do not irrigate until the plants appear 
above the surface of the soll. it is a guod 
practice to mix a little radish seed in with 
the carrot se d. As the carrot seedlings 
are small and weak, they often experience 
dificulty in pushing their way through the 
soll. The stronger growing radish seed. 
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lings will act as a bodyguard for them,. 
and as the radish matrres early, it will be 
out of the way before the carrots really 
In the heavier soils, 
planting, the double row 
system of culture in best. Plant the seed 
as above, taking added cure that they are 
not covered too deeply. 

As soon as the seedlings are lage 
enough, they should be thinned out to an 
inch and a half apart in the row. Thorough 
cultivation to preserve a mulch and check 
the weed growth is needed, and an irriga- 
tion every ten days during the first two 
months will insure good roots of an edible 
size. 


The carrot has no enemies of any im 
portance. Sometimes the nematode causes 
the roots to he badly formed. Nematodes 
cannot be controlled without a great deal 
of expense. If the garden is known to be 
infested, force the carrots and other root 
crops along, and they will vsually mature 
before any serious damage ix done to them.

tensively planted by the market gardeners, 
and for this reason is most frequently seen 
on the retail stands. This does not mean 
that it is the best carrot in Raver and tex- 
ture, however. The reason for its popular 
ity lies im the fact that it is wedge-shaped, 
and that im the winter, when planted on 
heavy soils, it can be taken from the soil 
without the ald of «a spade or fork. This 
alone makes it the most profitable sort for 
the market gardener, as it can be harvested 
cheaper than the others. Many home gar- 
deners plant them, but they should change 
ever to the Chatehay, or Dancers Half 
long, for either have better favor than the 
Oxheart.

A “Mary's lamb” of the chaparral. 
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esquely situated in a brushy cove at an 
elevation of abort 4500 feet on the north 
west slope of Mt. San Jacinto. There 
a herd of about eighty goats was ranging 
over a fenced area of creviced mountain 
side, densely covered with chaparral. The 
xvats fed with relish upon wild buckwheat, 
manzanita, oak-brush, wild lilac and other 
species of buckthorn. Indeed, all the vari- 
ous bushes and shrubs and wild flowers 
growing im the chaparral belt appeared to 
afford them delectable menu—a pasturage 
otherwise capaple of being utilized only by 
deer and mountain sheep, now exceedingly 
rare. Winter weather was very little handi- 
cap to their foraging, as there is always an 
abtndance of chaparral growth sticking up 
out of the snow; and wintry weather 
breathes of homeland to these happy scions 
of Swiss goat-trees. 


The effect of the goats’ browsing is gradu- 
ally to discourage the chaparral. They feed 
on the leaves and tender twigs, relishin 
particularly the fresh green sprouts. 
goats have efficiently cleared a part of the 
land in that San Jacinto mountain ranch. 
Only the dead branches and stumps had 
to be removed by the ranchers, and these 
afforded a ready and excellent fuel supply. 
The cleared land was then suitable to grow 
grain forage crops, or be developed into an 
apple orchard. 

While milk production—dairying—was 
not the direct object aimed at by this goat 
rancher in the wilderness; still, the un 
mate object was to mvlitiply the fine herd 
of Toggenburgs by means of cheap pastur- 
age for milk-production elsewhere. The 
cost of raising goats on chaparral was ex- 
ceedingly low, really next to nothing. They 
simply required occasional watching, tam- 
ing, breeding, and some milking. A few 
does reserved to supply milk for the fam- 
ily were given a special feed. ut the 
chaparral did all the rest. 

Yasturing goats on chaparral accom- 
plishes a double good. The guats are reared 
in perfect health, aad the brush is discour- 
aged in favor of natural wild grasses. 
Arable parts of the land can be farmed to 
produce the sort of hay and grain feed 
that will enable the goats to give milk of 
the very best quality; or, as previously „e 
gested, orchards may be economically in- 
troduced, with the help of the goats, where 
manzanita and chemisal have hitherte 
reigned. 

The income from such ranches, owing to 
their remoteness from markets for milk, 
must be derived chiefly from the sale of 
stock both for milk and meat purposes. 
Cheesg-making is a further recourse; and 
additjimal advantage would accrue from 
this, im that the regulated milking of th ® 
fresh does would tend to cultivate their 
milk-gciving habit. 

Boats flesh ix considered by those who 
are accustomed t» eating it as eqral to 
mutton, and as delicious as venison. Up in 
the Owens Valley there ts a butcher who 
sells sothing but goat meat. If a customer 
asks for mutton, he ‘takes home goat meat 
and never knows the difference. in case 
two customers are present, one asking for 
goat chops and the other wanting mutton 
chops, the butcher cuts their orders from 
different chunks; but both get identically 
the same meat. 


To overcome the popular pre dice 
against the flesh of the plebian goat tribe. 
with their bad reputation for consuming 
rags and tin«ans, is going to take a great 
deal of educating, and clever, honest adver- 
tising. Few people are aware that goats’ 
flesh, especially that raised in the hills, is 
hardly to be distinguished from venison, 
the connoisseur meat of the most particu. 
lar palates im the land. Nor do they realize 
that, like the flesh of the deer, it is ex- 
ceedingly wholesome and nutritious, the 
purest meat to be found, a health-making 
product frum a perfectly healthy animal. 
When these facts are generally known and 
accepted, then will the goat industry 
spread far and wide to the subdving and 
utilization of millions of acres that are now 
practically useless and impenetrable. For. 
the successful mountaineer goat rancher 
must have a market for his bucks as well 
as for his does. In the pelts he will have 
a valuable by-product. The leather is used 
in the manufacture of gloves, shoes, up 
holstery and book covers. Every year great 
qvantities of gc at skins are imported by 
the furriers of the Unten States under 
a variety of famcy names. 

tt would therefore appear that the need 
and demand for the development of the 
goat industry in Southera California are 
botan very real. ut the matter hangs curi- 
eusly upon psychological factor, and, be- 
fore rapid strides can be made, the public 
taste must be educated up to an apprecia- 
tion of the several products of the cleanly 
and healthy guat.

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OMMANDANT DARGET of the French 
Army has, according to authentic 
reports, startled the scientific world 
with his experiments in thought 
photography, resulting in pictures of objects 
suggested mentally, which, when projected 
from the mind to a highly sensitized photo- 
graphic “plate held against the forehead of 
a subject,4eaves a tangible impression of 
the object thought of at the moment.

iV. SOME FAMOUS EXPEDITIONS 


TRANGE as it may seem, it was 
more than two centuries after Ca- 


manent settlement in Alta California. But 
during that long period there 
expeditions along our coa t of 
tance that.some mention must 
them. The first of these was 
markable Englishman. 


Francis Drake and New Albion—Francis 
Drake, oldest of a family of twelve children, 
was early apprenticed to the sea, and at 18 
entered trade on his own account, master 
of his own vessel. 


the top of a tall tree on the Isthmus of 
Darien. Then it was he resolved “to sail 
those seas.” 

Magnificently outfitted for his great new 
enterprise, he set out with five vessels in 
1577, with the assistance of his sovereign, 
Queen Elizabeth. He was bent on plunder- 
ing Spanish vessels and on discovering the 
mysterious Straits of Anian. 

His ship, the Golden Hind, became sepa- 
rated from the other vessels, but with in- 
domitable courage he kept on, passed 
through through the Straits of Magellan, 
captured a number of prizes, seized much 
booty, and proceeded along our western 
coast to the latitude of Southern Oregon. 

Suffering from the intense cold, he turned 
again to the south. It was the 17th day of 
June, 1579, when he “fell” into “a con- 
venient and fit harbor,” now known as Sir 
Francis Drake Bay. Taking possession in 
the name of his Queen, he christened the 
country New Albion. 

His vessel being repaired and his men 
rested during their stay of several weeks, 
Drake again put to sea, having determined 
to return home by way of Cape of Good 
Hope, thus avoiding the Spanish vessels he 
felt sure were lying in wait for him to the 
south. 

Touching at the Philippines, and suffering 
many adverse circumstances, he finally, two 
years and ten months after the date of leav- 
ing England, had the satisfaction of know- 
ing he had brought ship and men around 
the world, as he made this entry: “We 
safely with joyful minds and thankful hearts 
to God arrived at Plimoth.” His many 
friends took pains to vindicate his good 
name, but the Spanish ambassador called 
him the “Master Thief of the Unknown 
World.” 

Thomas Cavendish—Learning of the er- 
ploits of Drake, Thomas Cavendish, of hon- 
orable family and large estate, resolved to 
win his Queen's praise. Accordingly, after 
some early failures, he crossed the Atlantic 
five years after Drake's return, sailed along 
the coast of Brazil and Patagonia, through 
the Straits of Magellan, and northward on 
the west coast. 

Of his expedition he wrote: 1 have 
either discovered or brought certain intelli- 
gence of all the rich places of the world 
that ever were known or discovered by «a 
Christian. I burned and searched nineteen 
ships of sail great and small. The matter 
of most profit to me was a great ship of the 
King’s which I took at California.” 

These voyages by English bucaneers were 
very successful as financial ventures, but 
more important because they greater ex 
tended knowledge of the new lands and be-

It was the 
middie of December when he sailed into 
Monterey Bay, as Cabrillo had done sixty 


years before. But Vizcaino made a more 


detailed survey of the surrounding country, 
taking note of the great oaks and pines, the 
wild game, the fertile soil, and left a care 
fully prepared record for the guidance of 
later navigators. 

Again he headed north. For days he bat- 
tled against the wintry gales of Cape Men- 
docino. A little later, as the weather 
cleared, he caught sight of Cape Blanco. But 
sickness among the men and storms at sea 
compelled him to turn his prow towarl 


Mexico. where he finally made his report to 


the Viceroy. 

Vizcaino longed to return to California 
and make a permanent settlement for 
Spain: but the opportunity came too late. 
And so it was that the stagnation in Mexico 
left California to slumber on for genera- 
tions. It was 166 years after the memorable 
voyage of Vizcaino when the first perma- 
neut settlement in Upper California was 
finally affected at San Diego. 

V. THE FRANCISCAN MISSIONS 

Agencies in the Occupation of California 
— Among the Spanish population coming to 
occupy and hold California three elements 
are to be distinguished. These were the 
soldiers, the actual settlers, and the Chris 
tlan missionaries. | 


The military occupation was brought 
about by means of the presidio, or garri-

aries but was likewise a powerful motive in 
the minds of Spanish princes and naviga- 
tors. In the actual settlement of California, 


vatierra, the courageous founder, was very 
active in Lower California; and before Up- 
per California was successfully entered had 
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succeeded in building up a chain of fifteen 
missions in that inhospitable land. Great 
was the devotion of these men; incredible 
the hardships they endured. 

Coming of the Franciscans in Upper Cal 
fornia— But in 1767 the Jesuits were sudden- 
ly expelled from all the Spanish province, 
and so they had to leave California alto 
gether. Thus it was that the religious con- 
quest of our fair land was entristed to the 
Franciscan brotherhood. 

The Spanish government had long desired 
to push its conquest north and northwest 
from Mexico; but troubles in Burope had 
caused delay after delay. When at length, 
however, the King was made to fear that the 
Russians would advance from the far north, 
and was haunted with the thought that 
Spain's rival (England) might discover the 
Northwest Passage, there was renewed ac- 
tivity, and the final occupation of Alta 
California was at hand. 

Junipero Serra--the Father-President of 
the Franciscans was that devoted knight of 
the cross, Junipero Serra, whose name will 

ver cease to be remembered among true 
Californians. 

Serra had become a Franciscan at the age 
of 16, having thus early decided upon a mis 
sionary career. After nineteen years of toll 
in Mexico, his great life opportunity finally 
came When he was 56 years old. With un- 
bounded joy he received his commission as 
head of a band of sixteen missionaries to en- 
ter upon the religious conquest of Alta Call 
fornia. At the same time the military occw 
pation was entrusted to Capt. Gaspar de 
Portola.

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Life at the Missions—At each mission the 
simple booths that were set up at the time 
of founding gave way to substantial 


the red tile were used extensively. 

Many Indians settled in little villages 
near the missions. Baptized Indians were 
known as neophytes: these were instructed 
in industry and the simpler arts of civilized 
life, as well as in the truths of religion. 

Each mission became a “hive of industry.” 
Stone was to be quarried, brick to be made, 
timber to be hewn, irrigation ditches to be 
dug. fields to be cultivated, orchards 


jVineyards to be cared for, and everything to 


be kept in repair. 

The neophytes were under the control of 
the padres, who gave them clothing, food, 
and religious instruction as compensation 
for their work. But all was not toil for the 
Mission Indians: after religious instruction 
at the close of day they were free to take 
part in the dance and other forms of amuse- 
ment. 

Prosperity at the Missions—All the pros- 
perity to be found in California seemed to 
center in the missions. Seven hundred 
thousand cattle grazed on the wide pas 
tures, 60,000 acres and myriads of sheep 
covered hill and valley. The usual products 
included wheat, wine, soap, tallow, hides, 
wool, oil, cotton, linen and hemp. Indians 
were being baptized by thousands. 

Downfaill—While at the height of their 
prosperity Mexico, by a series of revolts be 
sinning in 1810, finally won her independ- 
ence from Spain in 1821, a condition that 
hastened the downfall of the entire mission 
system. 

It had been the intention of the govern- 
ment from the beginning to change the mis 
sions into regular parishes when the neo- 
phytes had been brought to a r e 
state of civilization. This intention Was 
now urged on by designing men who were 
jealous of the prosperous padres and the 
influence of the missions. 

In vain did the missionaries plead that 
their spiritual children were not yet ready 
for the change. The secular authorities 
suspected them of being disloyal! to the new 
government, and became more and more 
covetous of the valuable mission properties. 

The final decree of secularization came in 
1834——the rich estates were turned over to 
unsympathetic administrators, and the Il» 
dians wére freed from all subjection fo the 
padres. 

We have now to record the speedy down-

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MATILIJA NORTH FORK TRAILS 


S STATED tm my last week's article, 
there are two Matilija North Forks, 
the Lower and the Upper. 

The Upper North Fork comes in- 
to the main canyon some eight or nine miles 
above where the latter opens into Ojai Val 


' Jey, and wherg Matilija Creek becomes the 


Ventura River. It is a short, rapid stream, 
dropping from 4000 feet at its source to 1500 
feet where it unites with the main stream— 
a distance of perhaps six or seven miles, 
following its windings. Notwithstanding 
the steepness of the grade, by this route 
west the old trail from Ventura to the Cu 
yama Valley. A hundred years ago or more 
men passed that way, and it is still in use; 
although quite a Wttle of the travel now 
goes by way of the “Ortega Hill Trail.” as 
the cutoff from the Lower South Fork is 
generally known—and about which I shall 
have something to say a little further along.

For 
the construction of the pipe-line, a parallel 
highway is necessary for bringing in the 
material to be used; so the oil company has 
been willing to bear part of the expense of 
building the road. For a time it was hoped 
that a combination of State, county, national 
government, and oil company interests 
might be effected, by which the expense 
could be met. But the road is not yet 
built, nor seems likely to be in the immed 
ate future.

To cure a corn, the first thing to be done 
is to soften it. To accomplish this, soak the 
foot in hot water for one hour every night, 
then apply a cloth saturated with a strong 
solution of saleratus. Continue this treat- 
ment for three or four days; then remove 
the corn with a thin, sharp bladed knife, 
carefully working the instrument between 
the corn and the healthy skin beneath. If 
the whole corn has been removed, all that 
now remains to be done is to protect the 
part from pressure. This may be easily ac- 
complished by placing over it a piece of 
soft buck skin, in which an opening has 


. been made of the exact size of the corn. 


— 


This should be placed exactly over 
the seat of the growth. By this simple 
means, the diseased surface will be wholly 
protected from pressure. Any tendency to 
harden win be prevented W keeping the 
buck skin saturated with sweet oil. This 
simple treatment, if thoroughly applied, will 
rarely fally to cure any corn.

Working Up Epidemic Scares 


Wie times are dull, medically speak- 
“health” officers often start an 
epidemic scare propaganda. It is easy to 
excite fear among many who only think 
they think. Yet fear is one of the greatest 
enemies of health. 


The Advertisers’ Protective Bureau, of 
Kansas City, recently made an investigation 
of a recent smallpox scare in that city, 
which the Bureau declares was absolutely 
unfounded. Following is from a bulletin of 
the Bureau: 


“Every medical practitioner in the city 
found his hands full with vaccinating pa- 
tients, both at the office and in their homes. 
Unofficial estimates place the number of 
paid vaccinations at 200,000, for which it ts 
alleged fees ranging from 25 cents up to $5 
each were charged. An estimated average 
fee of $2.50 would yield an aggregate of 


$500,000 expended by the public of Kansas 


City during this period for 


alone. 

“Besides the vaccination expenditure, 
many people suffered from the after-effects 
of vaccination, some of them severely. For 
these, medical attention was required, in 
some instances over a period of months, 
with added expenditures. Besides, there 
were numbers who, from reading dt the epi-

due to action of the medical society, the 
superintendent of public schools, and the 
press reports. Its bulletin says: 

“While the medical interests of Kansas 
City were busily endeavoring to cope with 
the sudden big demand for vaccination and 
preventive treatment and while the public 
generally was hovering between fear and 
terror as to the extent of the scourge, the 
business interests of Kansas City were 
struck with a blight as serious as it was 
sudden. Merchants who had been hope- 
fally anticipating «a factory holiday 
business following the general slackening 
of the summer, suddenly saw their expecta- 
tions go glimmering. but patriotically swal- 
lowed their losses and co-operated with the 
movement to eliminate what seemed to 
them a raging smallpox epidemic. 


“The proprietor of a specialty store who 
was asked to estimate the loss suffered 
by Kansas City business through the epi- 
demic publicity threw up his hands and 
said: ‘It is impossible to estimate the fig- 
ures. Our business alone fell off in Novem- 
ber 40 per ce 

In its recommendations, the Advertisers’ 
Bulletin said: 

“The Hospital and Health Board of Kan- 
sas City, Mo., should add to its co-operative 
agencies an advisory committee of carefully 
selected business executives drawn from 
various lines of business, for counsel in 


and welfare: this advisory committee, of a 
number not to be unwieldy, to have equal 
advisory powers with the medical authori- 
ties upon whom the Hospital and Health 
Board relies for advice. By this means, the 
analysis and recommendations of the health 
experts on the board may be tempered by 
the judgment of business executives, ac- 
customed to handling big problems of a 
business or civic nature.”

W orms 


ORMS, like bacteria, are an indication 
of filth. Neither of these parasites 
can flourish in a cleanly environment. 

For the small worms found in the rectum, 
perfect cleanliness, regularity of the bowels, 
daily enemas of salt water and anointing 
the anus with sweet oil, are the best reme 
dies. 

Tape worm and the large round worm 
require more energetic measures of treat- 
ment. For the first, the best remedy known 
is the seed of the common pumpkin. Take 
two ounces of fresh seeds, remove the 
shells, and beat them to a paste with an 
equal quantity of finely pulverized white 
sugar. Add a little milk or water, and take 
at one dose after fasting twenty-four hours. 
After Three hours, take a tablespoonful of 
castor oll. If this does not dislodge the 
worm, there probably is none. Many people 
imagine they have tape worm when they 
have not. For a child, the dose should be 
about one-half that for an adult. The fluid 
extract of the seeds can be obtained at the 
Hares, the Gove of which helt full 
ounce. 


For the round worms, worm seed, cheno- 
podium, is one of the best remedies. To a 
child 2 or 3 years old give a half dram of 
the seed in syrup or honey, night and mora:

“In the press of this country the healing 
art is represented exclusively by allopathic 
doctoring. 


“The average editor believes that he can 
deal with his readers in absolute honesty. 
On political questions he usually tries to 
tell them “the, truth, flavored with whatever 
prejudice he may have. On religion some 
times he is willing to be truthful. And he 
may be telling the truth as far as he knows 
it when he has occasion to refer to the 

ing art. But the average editor usual- 
ly ‘side-steps’ every bit of news that is de 
rogatory in any way to the allopathic meth- 
ods of healing. 


“And the readers of these publications 
rarely have an opportunity to learn the real 
truth. They have to come in direct per 
sonal contact with osteopathy, chiropractic, 
homeopathy, Christian Science, naturo 
pathy, or other revolutionary methods of 
healing before they are able to reason clear- 
ly outside of allopathic channels. 

“Many of our editors are awakening. 
They have seen the ‘handwriting on the 
wall, and they are beginning to give their 
readers the benefits of the knowledge that 
is being presented by the irregular physi- 
cians. 

“Let us extend à helping hand to editors 
of this sort. They are truly brave men. 
They are not afraid their circulation will 
drop because they have lost favor with the 
allopathic doctors. 

“And it is about time for editors every- 
where to realize that when they present 
such knowledge—knowledge that is often 
most tragically needed by their readers 
it will be favored by a constantly growing 
class of thinking readers and that these 
people will be eager to stand by courageous 
editors te the very last ditch. 


“It takes a brave man to get out of the 
rut that most of us fall into. And leaders 
of public opinion, such as ministers, lawyers 
and especially editors are compelled to use 
extraordinary care in their utterances.

The poor, struggling vic- 
tims of disease should be given every pos- 
sible opportunity to secure that greatest 
prize of life—health.”

hand, declares that it is because men 
do not sleep enough that they fall to live to 
100 or 125 years, the age their constitution 
seems to warrant. 


Tesla says that, in sleep all vital wear 
and tear ceases; that in sleep, in fact, the 
ravages of wear and tear are repaired. 
Hence, those who sleep much do not waste 
their time, for the longer they sle th 
longer they will live. - 

He points to Gladstone, whose mind re 
mained keen and his frame powerful up to 
@ great age. Gladstone, he says, slept over 
twelve hours a day.

same. When not working, they should be 
sleeping. His philosophy of sleep is 
summed up in the paradox: 

The more hours you sleep the more hours 
you'll be awake. 

As a general rule, in the animal er 
herbivorous animals sleep less than vo 
rous; and the universal experience of the 
human race proves that vegetarians require 
much less sleep than the human omnivora, 
or those who subsist on both animal ane 
vegetable foods. This fact must be accounted 
for on the principle of the greater purity, 
blandness, and sdaptedness of vegetable 
food, requiring less vital expenditures to 
appropriate it, amd exhausting the organic 
economy less in disposing of its waste or 
innutritious particles. 

Sleep is a period of toxin-elimination and 
tigsue rebuilding. Your sleep needs vary 
with your poison production and tissue 
downtear. You need all the sleep you seem 
to need. The Big Ben habit is a bad one. 


Following is by R. R. Daniels, M. D. 


“You are familiar with the fact that some 
people seem to require more sleep than 
others. You have acquaintances who get 
along with six hours’ sleep; and you know 
other people who seem to need ten. It is 
said that Edison sleeps but four or five 
hours a day. Why is it that some persons 
can strike a sleep balance with the expendi- 
ture of so much smaller a number of hours 
for this purpose than others? What is their 
secret? How can you economize on 
hours allotted to sleep? - 


“The answer to this question Will be 
found if we stop to consider what sleep is 
for, what purpose it serves in the physio 
logical process of the body. Sleep is more 
than a period of rest, it is a period of poison 
elimination and tissue rebuilding. It is the 
part of the twenty-four hours when waste 
materials are gathered up and carried away, 
and when the tissues are rejuvenated for 
the work of the following day. The activi- 
ties of the body are accompanied by the 
burning up of food and the production of 
toxins; it is mainly during sleep that these 
toxins are carried away. . 

“From these considerations it should be 
apparent that the person who has less tissue 
rebuilding to be done, or who has a smaller 
quantity of poisons to be eliminated, will re- 
quire less sleep than one whose rebuilding 
processes are more extensive or whose 
toxin production is greater. 

“Tissue rebuilding must keep pace with 
tissue downtear. The man who is doing a 
large amount of manual labor will conse 
quently require a relatively large amount of 
sleep. The sedentary person, the brain 
worker, will, if his feeding habits are cor- 
rect, require less sleep than the laborer. 
This is contrary to the popular idea which 
holds that the brain worker needs a lot of 
sleep. — 

“The reason why so many office people 
seem to need so much sleep is that they eat 
in such a way as to generate an undue quan- 
tity of toxic products. Food taken in excess 
of true bodily needs is sure to result in a 
demand by the system for extra sleep. 
Every time you overeat, every time you 
take in food more than the system can use 
and assimilate, you must expect to add to 
your hours of sleep in order to give the sys- 
tem a chance to eliminate 
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ment In your wideawakeness and a decrease 
in the amount of sleep you seem to require. 

“Besides food poisons there are certain 
other poisons which many people take into 
their system which inevitably add to the 
amount of sleep needed, Coffee and tobacco 
are the commonest of these. They are both 
mildly poisonous drugs, but the quantity in 
which they are imbibed by many people 
makes a material addition to the sleep time 
necessary to clear up the system and put 
it in proper order for the day's work. And 
let us hasten to say in this connection that 
coffee and tobacco have detrimental effects 
in other ways which not all the sleep in 
the world can efface. The only logical thing 
to do im regard to these useless drugs is to 
cut them out entirely. If you do this you 
will note several beneficiél effects; among 
them a decreased need for sleep. 


“It is no use to try to arbitrarily cut down 
your hours of sleep. You need all the sleep 
your system seems to demand. The alarm 
clock is no remedy for people who are re 
luctant to get up in the morning. You 
should sleep until you awake naturally. 
Forcing yourself to arise before your sleep 
is done is merely burning the candle at both 
ends. After you have.eliminated all unnec- 
essary toxin-production through dietetic 
measures, if you still are sleepy when duty 
calls you out of bed, the only remedy is to 
get to bed earlier at night; and this is a 
remedy that a lot of people need to apply. 


“How much sleep, then, do von need? 
This question cannot be answered arb. 
trarily. Your need for sleep will vary with 
your temperament and the kind of work 
you do, and your habite of eating. Some 
people, everything else being equal, need 
more than others. Ediron is very abstem!- 
ous in his eating and gete along with four or 
five hours a day; but we cannot prom 


even under the most favorable conditions. 
You. need as much sleep as jou seem to 
need. Sleep until ycu awake naturally. 


“And remember hat the best alarm clock 
is simple diet and early to bed.” 


I do not agree with Dr. Daniels in regard 
to sleep for brain workers. My experience 
leads to show that intensive brain work

The performer removes the four 
Jacks from a pack of cards and 


exhibits them in a “fan,” as shown 
in Figure 1. “These fo ke’ 
he says, “represent fou urglars 


who attempted to rob a house, 
which is represented by the pack.” 
He lays the four jacks face dows, 
on top of the pack. 

“One burglar,” he 888 
“entered the house through a win- 
dow.” He removes the top card 
and pushes it into the pack, “while 
the second entered through the 
chimney.” He takes the second 
card and pushes it also somewhere 
into - center of the pack, (See 

) 


“The third burglar,” the per- 
former goes on, “entered the back 
door.” He takes the third card 
and places it on the bottom of the 
pack. (See Fig. 3.) “While the 
last one went in the front door.” 
He turns up the last jack, and then 
wets it face down again on top of 
the pack. 

“Now,” says the performer, “the 
burglars are all separated. But 
they had a signal arrahged, which 
would bring them together. One 
of them heard a noise in the 
house.” He lifte off the top half 
of the pack, and sets the bottom 
half upon it. They ran through 
the house and here we find them 
all tomether again the middle.” 
The pack is turned faces up and 
the cards spread along the table. 
The four jacks are seen in a group, 
fn the center of the pack. 

The trick is done at the very 
outset, before the spectators real- 
ize there is any deception. When 
the four jacks are spread in @ 
“fan,” as in Fig. 1, two kings are 
concealed behind .the uppermost 
jack. The “fan” of cards is closed, 
and the six cards (four jacks and 
two kings) are laid on top of the 
pack. When the performer takes 
the first and second jacks as in 
Fig. 2.) and pushes them into the 
pack, he is really taking the two 
kings. Of course, he does not 
Show the faces of the two cards, 
but that is not necessary, as the 
audience is sure they are jacks. 

This leaves the four jacks to- 
gether on top of the pack. The 
card now on 8 * — is a 

nuine jack, an taken 
— placed on the bottom, being 
shown to the spectators in a care- 
less manner. This leaves three 
jacks on top, but the audience 
thinks there is only one remain- 
ing: so the performer shows the 
top card and replaces it on the 
pack. When the pack is cut, the 
bottom card, a jack, comes right 
over the three jacks on top of the 
pack, and the trick is done.

In explaining this trick, the dia- 
grams show the cards faces up. 
They must, in performnig, be kept 
down, or the audience will detect 
the trick.

ace to the ten a of any suits, as 
shown in Fig. A. They are laid in 
order from one to ten, counting 
from left to right. Now, no mat- 
ter how many cards are moved, 
the performer has only to turn up 
the first card on the right, and it 
will indicate the number moved. 
Thus if one card is moved, the 
card on the right will be the ace. 
If three cards are moved (as in 
Fig. B.) the first card from the 
right will be the three spot. 

The performer then offers to re- 
peat the trick. This time, how- 
ever, he must remember the num- 
ber he just turned over, and count 
that many more in from the right 
to find the “key” card which will

tell him the secret. As he just 
turned up the three spot (Fig. B.) 
he adds three and one, and finds 
that the fourth card from the 
right will give him the clew this 
time. Suppose five cards are 
moved (Fig. C.) He turns up the 
fourth card from the right, and it 
proves to be the five spot. If he 
wishes to do the trick again, he 
must add five more this time, 
which gives ‘him the ninth card 
from the right to use as a “key.” 
When he reaches the left end in 
counting for a “key” card, he 
jumps over to the right end and 
starts counting again. Thus the 
trick may be repeated as often ae 
desired. 


Materials: Strips of wood, cloth, 
paint, brads.

Hem the 
Make light pencil guide lines so 
that all numbers will be stenciled

Cut the two end pieces, 3-8 
1 3-4x19, and nail them on so that

The cloth is about 12 inches 
longer than the frame. This slack 
is taken up by four slides, which 
are slipped in the inen spaces 
between the front cross-pileces.

Four panels, 2%x25, made of 
beaver-board, thin board, or card-
